ir Robbie Stanton this 
season is about new 
beginnings. For the 
fourth time in his career he 
starts at a new NSL club (he 
has also played for 
Blacktown City and the 
AIS). This is in stark 
contrast to last year when he 
was preoccupied with 
winning the title for 
Marconi. 

“At Marconi everyone was 
anticipating another great 
year, especially as we had 
added class in the form of 
Foster and Babic from the 
line-up that had made the 
Grand Final the season 
previous. In the end those 
expectations were too hard to 
live up to. On paper the team 
was stronger but the side the 
year before played better as a 
team.” 

Many pundits believed that 
Marconi’s failure may have 
been due to a split in the 
player ranks but he disagrees. 
“There was an obvious age 
gap between the experienced 
players and the young ones 
coming through but the team 
spirit was great, Overall as a 
team we got on well, we went 
out together on the field as a 
united team, Perhaps the more 
talented players may not have 
gelled together on the park, 
giving an impression of 
problems. There were a lot of 
us that had to be patient when 
international players returned 
to club duty after we had 
played well the week before. I 
can understand the frustrations 
of some but I tried not to let it 
get to me. However, the team 
at Marconi were fantastic and 
not divided.” 

For Stanton the biggest 
kick in the teeth was playing 
most of the second half of the 
season and then getting 
relegated to the subs bench 
when the Finals came around. 

“Tt summed up the season 
really. We had a lot of 
individually great players but

we never got to gel together, 
our positions always being 
unsettled, even into the 
Finals.” 

He had been approached by 
Wollongong before he had 
even decided to leave the 
Stallions, but he gave the 
Fairfielders first option, and to 
their credit they did come up 
with an offer. 

He considered his options, 
one possibility being even a 
third spell at Sydney United, 
“In the end Marconi had a 
new coach who had new 
expectations. At 25 I felt I 
would have to prove myself 
again to a new coach, almost 
like being on trial, and I could 
not accept this. The club were 
very good to me, I enjoyed it 
there and I wanted to stay but 
for me it was time for a new 
challenge.” 

According to sources at 
Marconi, they were sad to lose 
such a good player on the 
field, and a nice bloke off it. 

So Stanton moved to 
Wollongong, interestingly he 
felt he could not move to 
Sydney United as he was not 
sure if the club would be in 
existence, a problem coach 
Dave Mitchell must have 
come across time and time 
again. For Robbie, the Wolves 
were a completely different 
challenge. “The aim is to 
make the top six, and that is 
very achievable, but there are 
not the pressures of unrealistic 
expectations. For me I am an 
experienced player imported 
into a fairly young team, so 1 
have to take extra 
responsibility on the field. It is 
great fun being in a young 


turn around with the playing 
staff they have: “We really 
needed early points, we are 
not unhappy with our play but 
need points. We have some 
great players this season, Scott 
Chipperfield is a young man 
who could go all’ the way, a 
local product who will learn 
from last season and be a big 
part of our side this year. Matt 
Horsley always gives 100% 
and he really motivates the 
rest of the side.

Many people may point to a 
lack of firepower up front as 
another problem at Wolves. 
Stanton believes this can be 
overcome, 

“Every team needs a guy 
who can put 15 to 20 goals 
away a season but at Wolves 
we can score from a variety of 
positions on the field. We 
have a team of hard working, 
attacking players, and on top 
of that Sasha Dimoski will 
have a good season up front 
and coupled with Tony 
Perinich we should be putting 
the ball away with regularity.” 

As for predictions he does 
not go overboard, “We will 
upset a few clubs but it is 
going to be hard against the 
likes of Brisbane, South

“There was trouble after 
Collingwood Warriors had 
asked $300,000 for me,” Juric 
said. 

“Knowing that 
Collingwood were bankrupt, 
Fortuna weren’t willing to 
pay that much for me, 

“Thankfully, after about 
two ear the oe price 
dropped to $: 

Two Sara? onthe 
sidelines might have hindered 
his chances of becoming a 
first team regular but just 
three days after he signed, he 
was straight into the side. 

Juric has missed just two 
games, through injury, and is 
the backbone of a side 
currently sitting in mid-table, 
just four points from second 
Spot. 

Fortuna were relegated 
from the Bundesliga last 
season but he is sure the club, 
can reclaim their place in 
Germany's elite.

But for now, Juric is 
concentrating on his 
blossoming career with 
Fortuna and getting back into 
the Bundesliga, 

“We've got some good 
players here like Russian Igor 
Dobrowolski but most of the 
team is made up of good 
young players who, last 
season, were sitting on the 
benches of Bundesliga clubs.” 

The talented keeper will be 
back in Melbourne for three 
week in the middle of 
December when Germany

Inter, UEFA Cup winners twice in the last six 
years, fell behind to a Bernard Giuly goal after 22 
minutes, equalized through Maurizio Ganz in the 
69th but then conceded an 80th-minute penalty 
that was coolly converted by Alain Caveglia. 

Tt was the first defeat this season for Inter, 
UEFA Cup finalists last year, Strasbourg, 
watched by a crowd of just 18,000 and without a 
major honor for 18 years until they won the 
French League Cup last season, got a fine goal in 
each half from live-wire striker David Zitelli and 
also scored through a clever shot from young 
Dane Denni Conte as they humbled Liverpool. 

Strasbourg, wallowing in the bottom half of the 
French League, are looking for a double over 
British opposition after beating Glasgow Rangers 
in both legs of the first round. 

Auxerre were a third French club to triumph, 
scoring a come-from-behind 3-1 win at home to 
the Greeks of OFI Crete with Stephane Guivarc’h 
scoring two including a final minute tap-in, OFT 
had two men sent off in the second half, including 
goalkeeper Chaniotakis for bringing down 
Bernard Diomede. 

German international Thomas Hassler scored 
with two superb free-kicks as German club FC 
Karlsruhe recorded an impressive 2-0 win away 
to Metz. 

Steaua Bucharest of Romania won 1-0 win at 
home to Bastia by virtue of a 66th-minute header 
from Lavi Hrib, who was left unmarked in front 
of goal. The goal came just two minutes after 
Bastia had Polish international Piotr 
Swierczewski sent off. 

Defending champions Schalke 04 had to settle 
for a 1-0 win at home to Belgian side Anderlecht, 
who face a possible European ban for bribery a 
decade ago.

By contrast, the Rapids 
didn’t have any corners at all 
and only one shot inside the 
box before half-time as 
United’s back four of Eddie 
Pope, David Vaudreuil, 
Carlos Llamosa and Jeff 
Agoos refused to let the 
Rapids enjoy even a sniff at 
goal. Only after United 
suffered a defensive lapse, 
already 2-0 in front, did 
substitute Adrian Paz put the 
Rapids on the board in the 
75th minute, 

Despite controlling play for 
most of the match, United 
found the Colorado net only 
twice, and the first time they

When Vaudreuil chipped 
ahead to Sanneh to create a 3- 
on-2 break, Sanneh crossed 
from the right side into the 
box.

NIGERIA TO 
FRANCE 98? 


FORMER ITALY coach 
Arrigo Sacchi is considering 
an offer to coach Nigeria to 
the 1998 World Cup finals. 

Sacchi, whose team came 
within two minutes of being 
knocked out of the 1994 finals 
in the United States by the 
Super Eagles, is seriously 
considering the offer and will 
inake a decision within days. 


Current betting is that he 
will say ‘no’, Though 
fascinated by the sporting 
challenge of taking charge of 
the most exciting new nation 
in world football, Sacchi is 
concerned about the language 
barrier and the political 
climate of a country so far 
from Italy. 

Unlike Italy, Nigeria have 
already qualified for France 
98 and their Olympic team 
won the gold medal at the 
1996 Atlanta Games. 

Sacchi won the European 
Cup twice with AC Milan 
before taking Italy to the final 
of USA '94, which they lost 
on penalties to Brazil, but quit 
the national job last December 
to take over at his former club. 

However, he was replaced 
by Fabio Capello after a 
bitterly disappointing season 
and is currently not coaching, 
despite having received a 
series of offers since the 
summer, 


PELE'S PLAN 
DROPPED 


BRAZILIAN legend Pele, 
wearing his hat as the 
country's sports minister, saw 
his plans to revolutionise the 
status of football clubs ditched 
unceremoniously by parli- 
ament, 


Pele had wanted to pass a 
Taw aimed at restructuring the 
domestic game and making 
clubs liable to pay tax in an 
effort to "moralize” the sport, 
but deputies were not 
impressed and agreed to put 
off a formal vote indefinitely.

Last season, Lille striker 
David Garcion was suspended 
for nine months for taking 
nandrolone, 

The FFF said they would 
launch a real emergency plan 
against doping if the cases 
were confirmed after further 
tests on the players’ urine.
